Questions & Answers about Cooperative Work Experience 


Question: What is Cooperative Work Experience? 


Answer: Cooperative Work Experience is an opportunity for students to earn college credit for doing 
“hands on" work in their academic field of interest. 


Question: Do | have to get financial aid to participate in the Work Experience Program? . 
Answer: No, any degree-seeking student can sign up for work experience. In some cases, eligible stu-, 


dents have earned work-experience credit while being paid through the federal work-study program. Stu- 
dents can earn work experience hours as paid employees or volunteers. ‘ 


Question: How many credits do | earn through the work experience program? . 


Answer: Students can sign up for 2 to 12 work experience credits per term. For each credit of work expe- 
rience, students must work 40 hours during the term. Students should work with their advisors to deter- - 
mine the number of work experience credits which will apply to their degree. The first term that students* 
enroll in work experience, they are required to sign up for a one-credit Work Experience Seminar class. * 
The Seminar teaches students workplace success skills. The Work Experience Seminar is offered in an. 
on-line format. 


Question: What types of organizations provide work experience sites for C.C.C. students? 


Answer: The possibilities for work sites are almost limitless. The Work Experience Director will work indi- 
vidually with students to find an organization which will teach students real world skills in their field of : 
study. Some examples of places where C.C.C. students are working this term include: Pioneer House, 


Naselle Youth Camp, Astoria Police Department, Warrenton Grade School, Seaside High School, Ocean* 
Beach Medical Clinic, Young's Bay Detention Center, and three local fire departments. ; 


Question: Why should students participate in the Work Experience Program? 


Answer: Participating in the Work Experience program teaches students skills which can enhance a re- : 
sume or scholarship application. Work experience is a great way to confirm your interest in a particular ca? 
reer field.
